Fowler takes broad and liberal ground on the 
suffrage question, and earnestly favors the im- 
mediate enfranchisement of Tennessee rebels. 
He speaks in strong and complimentary terms 
ot the Wyaity, under discouraging circum- 
stances, of the people of Tennessee, Alabama 


policy on the part of the dominant party is all 
that is required to bring about a full return to 
peace and prosperity. 

He predicts that Grant's admipistration will 
de emipeptly liberaland conservative, and its 
first leading mission will be to bring 
about universal euffrage. He further says that 
if the Redicals of Tennessee fail to move in the 
work of enfranehising their prescribed fcllows 
they will have ceased to form a port of the 
great Republican party of the natlen. 

Governor Foote promises that the people of 
the South, and especially of Tennessce, will 
thoroughly co-operate with the incoming ad- 
ministration if it inaugurates anything like a 
forbearing and magnanimous policy, and pre- 
diets that none but the extremists of both po- 
litical parties will fail to support it. Impartial 
suffrage both the Senator and Governor think 
the great panacea for the existing evils. 

The very fact that Senator Fowler is known 
to favor extending snffrage to the disfran- 
chised in Tennessee has. brought down upon 
him the wrath of Brownlow and the whole 
pack of Radicals, who, partly from vindictive- 
dess, but mainly from love of office, would 
make rebel disfranchisement perpetual.

Lead, as s every Union man in Tennessee who 
has the hardihood to believe that the time has 
come when suffrage should be impartial 
throughout the State. 

When the universal suffrage question comes 
to be submitted to the States, it will be found 
that the Tennessee Levislature will not adopt 
it. As that body is constituted at present the 
whole moral power of the Republican party 
of the North could not cajole or iatimidate it 
into giving suffrage to rebels. 

An effort was made in the House to-day to 
puss the Senate bill, appropriating over two 
millions of dollars to various State railroads, 
but withont passing the bill was referred to 
a committee.

THE TRAGEDY. 


At 9:45 this morning Mr. To! * alighted 
frcm his vehicle at the corner of Fo: irteonth 
and Main streets, and walked up the western 
side of Fourteenth street, Mr. J. Marshall 
Hanna, associate cui.or of the Opinion, follow- 
ing him at a distance of about three fe ‘et. 
When within five or six paces of the odice 
door there is a sharp report, and Mr. Pollard 
falls to the pavement as instantaneously as 1 

stiuck by lightning. 
AN UNSEEN FOE. 

Mr. Hanna’s first impulse is to draw his re- 
peater in defense of his friend, but the bulle t 
nus been sped by an unseen hand, and 1 there is 
no fee in sight; but from the third story of an 
opposite building a little blue smoke wreath 
curling away upon the air proclaims that from 
thence was fired the fatal shot. 

Mr. Pollard is quickly raised from the pave- 
ment and borne up the office stairs, but life is 
extinct before his room is reached, and it is 
only a corpse Which the bearers lay down upon 
the floor. 

The face is brui. ed and dusty, the blood- 
stained teeth are visible between lips half 
parted as though in disdaiuful laughter, blood 
is oozing from a coutused wound in the fore- 
head, a wound which we af first mistook for a 
shot, but a closer examination shows that the 
death shot entered the right side of the neck, 
penetrating the carotid artery, The right lap- 
pel of the coat is also tora by shot, and there 
are sundry wounds in the right shoulder and 
back, which prove that the weapon used was a 
shot-gun loaded with backshot. 

THE ARREST OF MR. JAMES GRANT.

Detective officer R. B. Craddock deposed 
that he was in his offiec, nearly opposite the 
“Opinion’’ office, when he heard the repo: t. 
Saw Mr. Pollard lying on the pavement, and 
Mr. Hanna standing a few feet distant. Tran 
5 and asked him what's the matter? Who 
did this? Certainly, Mr. Hanna, you could 
not have done it.“ Mr. Hanna produced his 
pistol, which was loaded, and handed it to 
Captain Challsley. We turned Mr. Pollard 
over on his back. He was in a dying con- 
dition, and breathed but a few times. Mr. 
Hanna remarked: “he may have shot him- 
self; his pistol may have exploded in 
his pocket; you had better see.“ 1 
Lelped to carry Mr. Pollard up stairs, 
found he was shot in the neck, and said to my 
ertner, ‘‘we must search the house opposite.

— ed back and saw Mr. Pollard lying on his 
back. 

Henry Voegler heard the report; saw « man 
lying on his face. Mr. Craddock inquired of 
Mr. Hanna if he had shot Mr. P. Mr. II. re- 
plicd that he did not, and told Mr. C. to see if 
the deceased had shot himself. Neither the 
pistol of Mr. H. or P. had been diseharged. I 
at first thought that Mr. Hara had shot him.

poltroon and acoward. During this time Mr. 
James was just opposite in the Spottswood 
Hotel entrance room, armed, and wait- 
ing for the approach of Pollard, but 
before he had time to do so an officer 
took him into custody, and probably revented 
bloodshed, Another ot his chronic dificulties 
followed, in which a woman figured—a female 

with whom he had been livin g. In this row 
he obtained an entrance luto a house of ques- 
tionsble reputation, in which this woman was 
staying, and wiih drawn revolver took her 
away With him. This brought on a long law- 
suit, but how it was settled we do not remem- 
ber.

THE CLEVELAND CALAMITY. 


A Bedy of Workmen Buried in a Sewer 
—Efforts to Effect their Release 
Great Excitement Over the Horrible 

* Event—Full Particulars. 

From the Cleveland Plaindeater, 25th.) 

One of the most terrible calamities that ever 
befel a body of workmen in this city occurred 
In Tuesday evening. Shortly after four 
o'clock the sandy walls of a ditch fifteen feet 
deep, cut for the construction of Broadway 
sewer Ne. 3. near Cross strect, caved in, deeply 
covering seven men with the debris. The walls 
are usually protected by heavy plank, placed 
in an upright — and sharpened at the 
lower end. ces of scantling, extending 
lengthwise of the excavation, are placed di- 
rectly opposite each other against these board 
walls, and are firmly braced in that position 
by a ‘number of small pieces of wood extend- 
ing across the sewer. As the excavation goes 
down, the sharpened boards are driven down 
also, and precautions are usually taken to sec 
that the cross pieces are in proper position 
after the boards have been tampered with. 
When guicksand is found, and it exists in vast 
quantities under the city, the boards must be 
kept near the bottom of the excavation, to 
— it from surging underneath the pro- 
ecting walls. In the present instance the 
soil was of a light, sandy nature, with tenden- 
cies toward quicksand, and the workmen 
found it difficult to keep the deceptive sub- 
stance from rushing under the bottom of the 
boards. At half-past four o’clock a greater 
quantity than at any time before com nenced 
coming in, alarming the w orkmen, and 
causing them to seek safe ty by spring ging to 
the braces that hold the protecting plank 
sides in position. The braces gave way, the 
men were precipitated to the bottom of e ex- 
cavation and buried alive. The horror of those 
who witnesce] the catastrophe can only be 
ifuagined. The alarm was quickly given, 
spreading from street to drat causing thou- 
sands of people to move in that direction. As 
the crowd increased the excitement became 
more intense, almost bafiling the efiorts of the 
police, sewer contractors and others properly 
3 in rendering assistance. This sway- 

ing of the crowd, with its attendant excitement, 
mingled with the piteous cries from the sufler- 
ers, constantly growing weaker and weaker, 
and the heroic exertions of stalwart men as 
they plunged hundreds of spades into the soft 
sand to afford relief, formed a picture that is 
rarely witnessed upon the streets of quict and 
happy cities. 

THE CITY COUNCIL, 

As the news ran like fire over parched 

rairies, the City Council caught it up and ad- 
journed immediately, without transacting any 
business save that of ordering spades to the 
scene of danger, and giving general iustruc- 
tions to those upon whom the duty devoted 
to spare no exertions nor money in saving the 
sultlerers The members then joined the 
throng that was hastening to the spot, and 
were soon lost, as a body, amid the thousands 
assembled there. That did not affect their 
labor, however, for each one did what he could 
toward bringing the buried men to the sur- 
free. 


FATHER GALLAGHER. 

Many of the workmen were members of the 
Catholic church, Father Gallagher, being 
notified that some of his flock were in dancer

The writer of the above 2 asks 
a question worthy of a statesman, com- 
ments upon it in a manner which demon- 
strates that his prejudices have overmaster- 
ed his sense of truth and justice, and his an- 
swer is consequently in keeping with the 
imbecility which always results from pro- 
longed and deep-seated prejudice. Whena 
Radical asks what can be done for the 
prosperity of the South, all men and all 
women and all children, too, may be as- 
sured that some new device for torture and 
humiliation has been discovered, and is 
bout to be put into execution—that the 
Radical inquisitors have been in council, 
and the fires of their hatred have been 
fanned to an intensity demanding new vic- 
tims. 

The South has been subjugated. Its 
people fought like heroes and surrendered 
like men. They accepted defeat with no- 
ble grace, and asked to be treated like men, 
who, having had the physical courage to 
fight, had the moral courage to stand erect 
before their conquerors and demand that 
recognition which brave men feel it an 
honor to accord. In this lies their offend- 
ing. There must be no indications of man- 
hood by the people of the South; the de- 
mand is unmistakable that they shall 
quietly submit to disenfranchisement, 
while the negro is exalted to rule 
over them. They must crawl on 
their bellies in the dust, kiss the rod 
that smites them, yield willing obedience 
to every mandate, or feel the weight of the 
hcofs of their oppressors. Negroes in the 
halls of legislation, negroes robed in the 
ermine of the judiciary, negroes with ballot, 
bullet and bayonet, negroes making laws, 
administering laws, and controlling the 
destinies of the fairest portion of our na- 
tional domain—to these and to ten thou- 
sand other indignities the South is com- 
pelled year after year to submit; and, while 
the heel of her oppressor is still upon her 
prostrate form, Radicals, with pharisaical 
hypocrisy, whiningly ask, “what can be 
done for the peace of the country and the 
prosperity of the South?” and “how shall 
loyalty be brought to take root and grow 
vigorously on Southern soil?”

Enfranchisement embodies it all—not par- 
tial, but the full, free, and complete enfran- 
chisement of Southern white men. Unfetter 
them,and new life will pulsate through every 
artery. Unfetter the South, and millions 
of hands will be stretched forth to support 
the tottering temple of American liberty; 
the peace of the country will be secured, 
and the problem of Southern and national 


prosperity solved. 


Advice to Grant. 

The Chicago Tribune thinks that General 
Grant can dispense with the advice of the 
Democrats. It says he will get along very 
well on his own account. Doubtless; but, 
as Grant's “a man for a’ that,” it is not im- 
proper nor impossible to undertake to

[From the New York Times, 23d.] 

We do not propose to advise Gen. Grant 
bow to make appointments to the forty-thou- 
sand offices he will be expected to fill as soon 

s he becomes President, parily because he 
hes not asked our advice, from which we infer 
that he does not want it—and partly because 
we do not suppose he would take it even if 
we should tlirustit upon him. But we ven- 
ture to submit to our readers a few suz- 

estions on the subject, so that they may not 
Se taken by surprise if they should find them 
substantially acted on when the administratioa 
passes into Gen. Grant’s hands. 

I. All the offices of the country are filled 
now: Where they prove to be well filled— 
where the new President finds that the incum- 
bents are honest, faithful and efficient officers, 
and not offensively obnoxious as clans 
it strikes us that it would be wise to le them 
alone, The country will thus have the we. 
of the experience they have acquired iu th 
discharge of their duties, and the treasury will 
be saved from the new swarm of office-seekers 
who are awaiting their turn 

The ent will find himself sur- 
rounded by an army of persons who will claim 
the right of EZ him who he may appoint 
and who he must not. At the head of the host 
will be the members of Co , who will be. 

n by demanding as their r ht this control of 

is appointments. It would be wise, we 
think, for the new President to begin by de- 
nying this right in toto, and by refusing in the 

most positive manner thus to surrender 
the appointing power into other hands. 

This claim of Congressmen to dictate the 
President’s appointees, each for his own dis- 
trict, is comparatively modern; but it has 
come to be very e decid and resolute. No 
one thing, n ecided so many 
votes in the House in favor of impeachment as 
President Johnson's refusal to permit members 

to make his appointments for him. That is 
the way in which every member expects to pay 
off his obligations to those who were most 
active, devoted and effective in securing his 
election. The Presidential patro: is as- 
sumed to be the common stock, on which the 
members of Congress are to draw for the pay- 
ment of their political debts; their checks on 
that bank are the “legal tender” of the 
country. It strikes us it would be well for the 
new President to dispel that delusion, and to 
give Congress and the country to understand 
that the offices of the country are 
darts of the machinery by which the Executive 
ulfills his oath to enforce the laws and 
carry on the Government. His duty and his 
interest alike require that none but good men 
should be appointed to fill them 

III. Congressmen may — be sup- 
posed to know more about the character and 
titness of applicants and candidates for office 
in their respective districts than the President 
ean; and he may, with t advantage, there- 
fore, call upon them tell him what they 
know about them. Upon the information 
which he may be able thus to gather from 
members of Congress and others, he can, in 
the exercise of his own ju ent, be able to 
make good appointments; but it should be his 
judgment, and not their wishes, which controls 
the selection. For a member of Congress to 
tell the President why a man ought to be ap- 
pointed, what are his qualitications for the 
5 ace, is to render the President a service; but 

or him to demand an appointment in order to 
pay off a — obligation of his own, and 
to tell h who must be appointed and who 
must not, is little short of an imposition and 
an go 

The President may as well understand 

at Ma, what he will very soon learn, that ap- 
plications for office backed up by a great array 
of names of “prominent and influential’’ citi- 
zens, are simply shams—not worth the paper 
they are written on, and entitled to the least 
possible influence. Nine men out of ten, to 
whom these papers are presented, sign them 
simply because it is casler to sign than to ex- 
plain why they can’t. There are many men 
who make it a rule to sign every paper of the 
kind they are asked to sign. fe can name a 
dozen men, Republicans, in this city, whose 
pames Gen. Grant may rely on seeing upon 
every application for office that is made from 
this city, as well as upon very many made from 
other quarters. It is the most common thing 
in the world for men to “reeommend’”’ for re- 
sponsible places persons of whom they know 
absolutely nothing whatever. This is one of 
the principal sources of the absolute degrada-

IV. We hope that Gen. Grant will, so far as 
| possible, restore the practice of the earlier 
and purer days of the Government, by leaving 
to each head of department, in the m ain, the 
| duty and responsibility of selecting his own 
| subordinates. He will thus escape one of the 
| beaviest and most repulsive of the many bar 
dens which the arrogance and selfishness o. 
political partisanship has fastened on his office 
and restore to the several departments, as wel 
as reclaim for himself, something of the dig 
nity and independence which jastly belongs 
them, and without which a proper — 
ance of duty is impossible. 

We bope that the country may have the 
benefit of an organized civil sefvice, ona sys- 
| tern to be fixed by law, in which abi! ity, integ- 
rity and efficiency shall be recognized a3 the 
requisites for getting ofilce aud as the only 
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thine necesrary to retaic it. Bat the estab- 
lishn-ent of such a system will meet the reso- 
lute hostility of all the most corrupt elements 
of our polities, and will be long delayed even 
if itis ever achieved. But Cen. Grant can, 
meantime, in organizing and getting into 
practical working th: machinery of his ad- 
ministration, give the conntry the benefit of 
all the best ‘features of such a civil service, 
and thus do more than can otherwise be done 
toward engrafting it by law upon the Govern- 
ment and commending it to the cordial ap- 
proval and support of the country. We hope 
he will do it.

Mr. Twitchell Knocks the Old Lady’s 
Brains Out with a Poker. 


rom the Philadelphia Telegraph. 23d.) 


A c!.bolical crime, rivalling that of Anton 

Probst m atrocity, was pe rpetrated last night 
in the large and rather imposing edifice at the 
northeast corner of Tenth and Pine streets. An 
old lady named Mrs. M. E. Hill was shockingly 
and brutally murdered, and then thrown from 
a second-stery window into the yard, where her 
body was found lying by @ servant who had 
gone outside for the purpose of closing the 
windows. Toaid us in our account of this 
crime we will tirst give a general description 
of the building, which is three stories in night, 
fronting on Tenth street. On the south sid 
and adjoining Pine street, is a side-yard about 
twenty feet in width, running the entire 
length of the honse, which backs up against 
the first one on Pine street below Tenth. The 
front building is divided into two rooms on 
each floor, and the back one is similarly di- 
vided. The floors of this part of the — 
are considerably lower than those of the front. 
You enter the front door on Tenth strect, and 
entcring the hall, walk back some distance 
before you reach the flight 4 2 which 
ascend to the second stor ing around 
the stairs, you descend a 4 ste yr enter 
the kitchen, the rear door of which opens into 
a wash- house, the side of which is composed 
of blind work.

Knowing very well that such frightful 
wounds could not have been received by a fa 
he immediately placed Mr. and ‘Mrs. Twitchell 
under arrest, and then called in some of the 
neighbors, some of whom he directed to go to 
the station at Fifteenth and Locust streets. A 
detail of men was immediately sent to the 
scene, and word telegraphed to the Central 
Station. Detective. Warnock then being on 
duty repaired to the house, and after convers- 
ing with the alleged murderer and wife, and 
examining the place, directed Twitchell to be 
taken to the station, and confined rs. 
Twitchell to lier room under guard of the 
others. 

He then examined the dining- room, the walls, 
the windows, and side yard, which were in the 
following condition: n the western end of 
the sofa was a green pillow, which is com- 
pletely saturated with blood; on the oil-cloth 
which covers the floor lay a large pool of con- 
cealal blood. The wall above the sofa is all 
bespattered clear to the ceiling, the window- 
sill next that end has spots, which commence 
at the sofa and continue along the floor through 
the folding doors to the wiudow in the little 
back room. The shade has evidently been 
raised in a hurry, as it was all awry, and the 
sill 9 all covered with the red stains.

It was 
then noticed that the front of his coal and 
sleeve, and his pantaloons, boots, and the 
bosom of his overshirt, were all besmeared with 
blood. After being taken to the station this 
clothing was taken off, and a change sent for. 
On talking with the police, he admitted that 
there were strong circumstances against him, 
but he believed he could clear himself and 
wife 

Mi. Twitchell was questioned, and she stated 
that her mother, Mr. fwitehell, and herself 
had been conv ersing in the dining- room, and 
at about half-past 8 o’clock sbe retired to bed, 
leaving deceased and Mr. Twitchell in that 
room.

Sudden Death of E. Liter Huffman, one 
of our Noblest Townsmen.

The Highwaymen McMahon and Kauff- 
man Before the City Court. 


Judge Craig Comes Down on the C. L. 


James McMahon and Jacob Kauffman, who were 
arrested a few days ago on the charge of robbing 
William Able and Philip Gunther, on the Seventh- 
street road, some three or four weeks ago, were 
yesterday brought before Judge Craig, of the City 
Court. R. F. Baird appeared as Commonwea!lth’s 
Attorney and J. H. Hays appeared for the defend- 
ants. The testimony was very strong against 
them. Mr. Able detailed all the circumstances 
connected with the robbery of himself, and stated 
that he had given up to the robbers $110 15. They 
had presented a pistol to his head and demanded 
his money. During the scuffle which he had with 
them, one of them dropped a hat, and in his hasty 
departure left it with Mr. Able, who produced tt 
in Court ard declared that it would ut Kauffman. 

The production of the hat created quite a sen- 
ration, and the Commonwealth’s Attorney, tak- 
it from Mr. Able, placed it on Kauffman's head. 
It fitted exactly, and as the prisoner stood up and 
faced the crowd, with a look half wild, half indig- 
nant, sundry parties behind the bar laughed un- 
feelingly at his discomfture. The witness swore 
positively that MeMabon and Kauffman were the 
men who had robbed him. 

The amount taken from Gunther was $75. In 
the Gunther case, the prisoners were each re- 
quired to give a bond of $800 for their appearance 
before the Circuit Court, and in the Able case they 
were each required to give a bond of $3,000. In 
default of this bail, they were committed to jail. 

Jacob Bergmann, charged with being accessory 
after the fact to the robberies, was sent to jall in 
default of a bond of $1,000. It appeared that he 
had destroyed some clothing belonging to McMa- 
hon, which the latter feared might lead to detec- 
tion. J. D. Duncan appeared as attorney for 
Bergmann. 

Wm. Griffin, a witness in behalf of Bergmann. 
and who was also suspected of complicity in the 
scheme to prevent the detection of McMahon, in 
giving his testimony, mentioned being connectei 
with the C. L., one of the secret societies of this 
city. Judge Craig, before fixing the amount of 
Bergmann’s bond, took occasion to denounce all 
secret societies whose objects were not known to 
be praiseworthy, and he declared it to be the 
duty of the police force of Loutsville to disperse 
all such organizations. There was no surer fore-

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


BiRNING OF PADDON’S BREWERY THIS 
MORNING, 


LOSS $15,000—NO INSURANCE. 


Man Crushed te Death by a Falling 
Wall. 


At twenty minutes past two o'clock this morn- 
ing a fire broke out in the rear of the large brew- 
ery of Paddon 4 Son, on Sixth street, between 
Main and the rever, destroying about half the 
building before it could be checked. 

The flames had made considerable head way be- 
fore the fire was discovered, and when the fire- 
men arrived it was threatening a number of ad- 
jcinjng buildings. 

The building was owned by Mrs. C. C. Thurwell, 
an aged widow lady who resided in No. 18, next 
door, and was rented by Paddon and Son. 

A Mr. Smith occupied as a residence that por- 
tion of the building fronting on Sixth street, but 
this part was not touched by the flames. 

Messrs. Paddon & Son, we understand, had 
some stock in the portion of the building burned. 
This was all destroyed. 

Mrs. Thurwell’s loss is estimated at from $10,- 
0LO to $15,000, and the property was not insured. 

We did not learn the extent of the loss of Pad- 
don & Son, though we believe it was not heavy. 

Joseph Woodruff, well known in the city, brother 
of Col. Wm.

COMMERCIAL. 

The weather to-day was all that could be de- 
sired for out-door transactions—cloudiess and 
genial. The volume of trade, however, ts light, 
end business localitics continue to wear a quiet 
aspect. 

The noon dispatches received to-day by the 
Commercial News Department had little effect 
upon prices In any of the departments of trade, 
nor was their tone such as to impart buoyancy to 
the general markets of the city. In New York 
flour was reported quiet but steady; wheat in fair 
demand and prices frm; mess pork and lard du!l 
and nominal; bacon and bulk meats dull and un- 
changed. A fair demand for flour was reported 
in Cincinnati, and wheat quiet but steady; bulk 
meats quiet and firm. The Chicago provision 
market was reported dull and unchanged; mess 
pork $25 to 23 50: flour quiet; wheat dull and 
lower, 

Flour in this market is quotably unchanged but 
a firmer feeling is reported. There is a fair local 
demand with some inquiry for speculation, the 
opinion being generally enteriained that prices 
have touched bottom. 

The grain market is quict. Wheat is firmer and 
prices are firmer though no advance has as yet 
been established. There is very Mttle old corn in 
the market; small sales reported to-day at75c in 
bulk. Oats are firm and in good demand. 

Atable giving the earnings of some of the 
principal railroads for the month of October 


°shows a decrease as compared with the same 


month of 1867. The decrease in the Western 
roads is accounted for by the severe check which 
bas been put upon the grain movement by the ar- 
tificial stringency produced in the money market 
and by the decline in prices of breadstuffs, which 
has caused holders to keep back their grain for 
higher prices. A comparison of the figures 
showing the recetpts of wheat atthe five impor- 
tant lake ports for the past few weeks and ferthe 
same weeks in 1867 enables us to see how great 
is the falling off in receipts of grain since the de- 
cline in prices took place. 

The statement, however, shows that the Chicago 
and Alton, Chicago and Northwestern, Rock 
Island, IIlinois Central, Michigan Central, Michi- 
gan Southern, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Fort 
Wayne, Wabash and Western, and Western Union 
have all largely increased their earnings in the 
period referred to.
